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Author offers nostalgic 
reminder of old fences 


The Warkworth Percy 
Historical Society recently 
enjoyed a nostalgic look at 
old fences with Alderville 


‘author and photographer: 


Ruth Clarke, who brought to 
life her latest book “Buffers, 
Boundaries and Barricades: 
County Fences.” 

This is a collection of 
beautiful black and white 
photographs, originally in- 
tended to be a record of the 
old fences of Northumber- 
land County, but including 
some outstanding examples 
from other areas as well. 

The author took the ap- 
preciative audience back to 
early times when boundafies 
were invisible yet agreed 
upon, separating the tribal 
areas of the First Peoples. In 
the 1800's, when the first 
settlers arrived. terms of set- 
tiement demanded that new- 
comers clear and fence 10 
acres of their land within the 
first two years of their ar- 
rival. 

Brush fences were used 
first, as the trees were felled 


and the logs were used for 
buildings. These were later 
burned when the settlers had 
time to pull the tree roots 
from the ground and create 
root fences. By their Old 
World standards of lovely 
hedgerows, these were con- 
sidered unsightly but effec- 
tive in containing their live- 
stock. 


Split Rail Fences 

Later came the log and 
split rail fences, often erected 
in a neighbourhood work 
bee. which were given 
names according to their 
construction or appearance, 
such as the familiar zigzag 
snake fences. 

An interesting stone 
fence in Prince Edward 
County was built by the mi- 
litia, possibly as a “keep-fit" 
project ;during peaceful 
times, and, of course, the 
ornate wrought iron cem- 
etery fences memorialized 
the many settlers who went 
to early graves. 

The lives of all these early 


people are celebrated and 
honoured by this record of 
“agricultural artifacts”. 


Fences Disappearing 

The book is very timely 
in that, unfortunately, many 
of these old fences are fast 
disappearing, sometimes dis- 


mantled to accommodate | 
modern farming methods or. 
suffering vandalism, as old 


stumps and rails disappear to 
reappear as part of some ur- 
ban landscape. 

In fact, it was the anger 
caused by seeing an anony- 
mous tourist hacking away 
parts of an old fence that 
produced the original impe- 
tus for Ruth Clarke's photo- 
graphs, and her story of how 
her quest to preserve this 
part of our local history was 
carried out was greatly en- 
joyed by all present.

it with them on every call. 

“A defibrillator sends an 
electric sheck to the heart. ° 
It tells you everything you 
need to do,” Finch said that 
the medical device is so user 
friendly that in larger urban 
areas, they are public access 
defibrillators. 

Finch takes pride in be- 
ing a firefighter. He respects 
the hard work of the neigh- 
bouring municipalities fire 
fighters and is glad to have 
played a small part in sup- 
porting this cause. 

He didn’t dream of fire 
fighting as a child. It wasn’t 
like his own two sons, who 
want to be a fireman like 
their dad. It didn’t occur to 
him to become part of the 
team, until there was a fire 
at the farm where he 
worked. That’s when the 
respect was built and admi- 
ration arose, “It was just 
watching them work to- 
gether.”

The teams set out every three 
minutes, starting at 3:30 Sat- 
urday,afternoon, January 31, 
at the fairgrounds and he 
expects to sleep out, with the 
dogs, in Bancroft before re- 
turning to Marmora Sunday. 

“I look at this race as a 
stepping stone to a future 
250-mile race I plan to at- 
tend in Maine and perhaps 
even a 500-miler,” Shawn 
said in atelephone interview 


from his home in Belleville. 
Shawn has been working his 
way up to the distance race, 
starting with the two-dog 
Spring, the 7-mile Madcap 
and, last year, the 6-dog 60- 
mile race. Two years ago, he 
was unable to race due to a 
broken shoulder. The 10-dog 
Alaskan husky team will 
comprise six of his own dogs 
and four he’s borrowing for 
the race. 

For his first three years 
of racing, Shawn owned Si- 
berian Huskies but has since 
switched to Alaskan Husk- 
ies because he considers 
them more sociable, faster 
and stronger, due to the fact 
that the Alaskan dog is the 
product of cross-breeding

believes strongly in team 
building so, four times a 
week, he will take them out 
and let them just run around 
together. It also helps him to 
identify special qualities, 
such as who’s the fastest 
and who’s the dominant 
leader. 

The serious training starts 
when he harnesses the dogs 
up and they pull his four- 
wheeler; he estimates the 
dogs have put in about 700 
miles since September. “This 
strengthens the dogs and 
builds muscle,” Shawn ex- 
plained, “the four-wheeler 
weighs about 200 pounds 
plus my 150 pounds. On 
race day, those same 10 dogs 
will only be pulling 165 
pounds.” Shawn considers 
his weight a bonus over other 
mushers who top 200 
pounds. 

During this distance race, 
Shawn is allowed to put an 
injured dog in the sled until 
he gets to the next check- 
point, where the dog is 


‘checked by a veterinarian 


and taken out of the race. No 
substitute dogs are allowed 
so he will have to finish the 
race with the nine remaining 
dogs. When they get to 
Bancroft, he’s given a bale 
of hay and access to water 
for the dogs; his truck will 
have driven from Marmora 
to Bancroft by a friend, 
stocked with food for the 
dogs. 

He and his dogs will bed 
down on the straw; if there 
should be freezing rain, the 
dogs are equipped with jack- 
ets and booties but he’s hop- 
ing this won't happen be- 
cause the dogs lost four mph 
wearing booties. 

To Shawn, sled dog rac- 
ing is not an expensive sport. 
“It costs about $3,000 a year 
to maintain the team but | 
have really good sponsors,” 
he said. “Preston Rope and 
Cord in Stirling provides me 
with all the rope I need for 
gang lines and Elson Pet 
Food supplies me with meat 
for them. 

“When I had to take the 
year off because of my 
shoulder, Elson kept my dogs 
supplied with meat,” he 
stated. 

Shawn believes in good 
training and good food for 
his dogs and thinks it’s im- 
portant to spend time social- 
izing them. Living in town, 
with neighbours on both 
sides, the elderly people who 
live nearby tell him they feel 
safer having the dogs in the 
neighbourhood. The dogs are 
trained not to bark unless 
there’s a reason and, if 
there’s a reason, they pro- 
vide security. 

Best of luck, Shawn, for 
an injury-free 200-mile race.

A new pre-natal program is starting in 2004 to help ex- 
pectant parents prepare for the birth of their bundles of 
joy.

“Having a baby is often overwhelming and these classes 
are intended to help new parents cope with the many 
changes and unknowns that come with having a new mem- 
ber of the family,” adds Diane Dingman, the Family Health 
Supervisor with the Health Unit. 

The pre-natal program runs over four sessions and cov- 
ers a variety of topics. Those include: adopting healthy 
lifestyles during pregnancy, preparing for labour and deliv- 
ery, learning breathing and relaxation techniques, 
breastfeeding and caring for newborns. 

Ms. Dingman says the classes are tailored to the needs 
and interests of participants -- both expectant moms and 
dads. 

In her mind, there is also added value in bringing to- 
gether people going through the same situation so they can 
share and learn from each other’s experience.

She brought samples 
of house plants, fertilizers, 
pest controls and books. Her 
topic was “Houseplants and 
Care.” Susan suggested 
keeping a journal of house- 
plants regarding problems 
and discoveries. 


Peace lilies and Chinese 
evergreen are broad-leaved 
plants that clean the air and 
both will grow well in low 
light. Peace lilies only pro- 
duce their white, spatula-like 
flowers when they are root- 
bound, so don’t grow them 
in too large a pot. 

Save geraniums by cut- 
ting slips or brown bag the 
whole plant and place in a 
dark, cool room. 

When Hibiscus are 
brought inside in the au- 
tumn, spray underneath for 


bugs.and by spring or before 
they may need to be cut back. 

Light: Choose plants that 
will suit the place where you 
intend to put it, with empha- 
sison light and humidity. The 
rule is a full sun plant, 3 ft. 
from windows. Indirect 
light, 4 ft. from light source. 
Low light, 6 ft or more from 
the light source. 

Humidity: Placing plants 
in a shallow tray of pebbles 
and water will provide hu- 
midity, as will misting. 

Watering: Herbaceous

plants such as African vio- 
lets, purple paSsion or straw- 
berry begonia, should be 
watered from the bottom by 
sitting the plant in a tray of 
water for about 30 minutes 
until the water is absorbed.

It 
still retains some soap, which 
is beneficial to kill plant pests 
in the soil. If you notice plant 
leaves turning yellow you 
may be over watering. . 

Fertilizer: All fertilizers 
contain nitrogen for leaf 
growth, potassium for root 
growth and phosphorus for 
flowers. 

Repotting: When trans- 
ferring a plant to a new pot, 
choose one about two- 
inches larger. Ferns are shal- 
low rooted, so do not need a 
deep pot. Streptocarpus also 
flourish in shallow pots. 
Vermiculite is a good’ root- 
ing medium when dampened 
for new plants.

The federal government is committing $120 million 
base funding for all regions of Canada and has offered 
cost share the program with provincial and territorial gc 
ernments on a 60-40 basis, which could bring total pr 
gram funding to $200 million.

May, 2003, the Cull Animal Program will take target 
measures to assist the industry in adjusting to the curry 
business environment, and to minimize on farm slaugh 
and disposal of older animals.

Ceilidh being a Celtic name 
for Celebration. It was an 
arts and crafts exhibit at the 
O'Neil Parish Hall at Madoc, 
held as a community fund- 
raiser. Proceeds from the 
kitchen were donated to the 
Nursery and Day Care at 
Madoc and costs for setting 
up a table were donations of 
food or dollars directly do- 
nated to the Food Bank. 

The day of celebration or 
Ceilidh, was a kaleidoscope 
of local talent with a diverse 
range. In true Iroquian tra- 
dition, Haudenosaunee Chief 
(Wisdom Keeper of Iroquois 
Natives) Stewart Deline, told 
the traditional Iroquois 
Christmas story. A family of 
four generations, the “Sallan 
Family Fiddlers”, with 
Grandpa on the fiddle, had 
the place rockin’.

students) representing 
eleven different denomina- 
tions were involved in a two 
day training retreat at the 
Belleville Ramada Inn last 
weekend.

For many years, business 
consultants have advised 
Canadian firms to improve 
their efficiencies instead of 
relying on the low Canadian 
dollar to secure sales. Unfor- 
tunately, they can advise all 
they want, the reality is that 
few: firms have the fortitude 
to fight against the lowest 
common denominator and 
no one could have predicted 
the looney’s rapid rise. 

But the reality is that these 
consultants are exactly right. 
The US has been trying to 
compete with our country 
and many others in an age 
of globalization with one 
hand tied behind their back. 
Their supplies, labour and 
administration costs are all 
higher due to the value of 


their dollar. Canadian firms~ 


have been able to land goods 


and services across the 49° 
parallel without investing in 
new infrastructure. Old 
equipment and inefficient 
factories dot the Canadian 
landscape and little has been 
done about it because we had 
a 40% advantage. 

Meanwhile, the US has 
had to either upgrade or lose 
jobs. Last year when a ma- 
jor blizzard shut down the 
whole eastern New York 
state, IBM’s state of the art 
chip fabrication factory in 
Fishkill sent all the employ- 
ees home. The plant, how- 
ever, didn’t even notice and 
keep producing and packing 
product for more than eight 
hours even though no one 
was there! It cost them bil- 
lions to get that automated, 
but can any Canadian com- 
pany compete on par with 
them? 


— In the past few weeks, 


the infamous CAW made the 


ridiculous plea for Canadians 
to buy domestic vehicles. 
This smacks of a return to 
protectionism and closed 
borders in a world where 
that simply doesn’t and can’t 
exist. Sure, some will 
choose a vehicle simply to 
guarantee their “hard fought’” 
inflated wages‘and benefits, 
even if the value was infe- 
rior. But the union brother- 
hood is a shrinking market 
because it is an institution 
that has outlived its useful- 
ness, and comments like this 
only re-emphasize the point. 


No, Canadian companies 
will have to relearn what it 
means to compete on a more 
even playing field. If we 
want Canadians to buy “Ca- 
nadian”, then we’d better 
give them the value they have 
the right to expect. If we 
want Americans to continue 
to buy Canadian, then we'll 
have to follow their lead and 
take efficiency to a whole 
new level.

Should heart patients shovel snow? 


Although physical activ- 
ity in all forms is desirable 
and protects against heart 
disease, sudden stressful 
exercise such as shovelling 
heavy snow, can be too 
much for people with under- 
lying heart disease. 

Both strenuous exercise 
and cold weather independ- 
ently increase blood pres- 
sure, push the heart rate up, 
and increase blood concen- 
tration of fibrinogen, a pro- 
tein involved in blood clot- 
ting. All of these factors con- 
tribute to increased heart at- 
tack risk. The risks become 
even greater when vigorous 
exercise and cold weather 
are combined, jive. when 
shovelling snow under harsh 
environmental conditions. 
Hard physical activity in the 
cold can bring on chest pain 
(angina) and even heart at- 
tacks. 

Sudden strenuous physi- 
cal activity can be hard on 
the heart. As the heart beats 
faster under the pressures of 
vigorous exercise, the shape 
of the vessels themselves 
change. Studies show that in 
most people who have died 
shovelling snow or carrying 
out some other form of vig- 


orous physical activity, the 
plaque inside their blood ves- 
sels has ruptured. 

The rupture may. be 
caused by increases in blood 
pressure or changes in vas- 
cular tone associated with 
physical exertion. 

Researth also shows that 
the number of acute heart 
problems increase when 
there’s a significant dip in the 
outdoor temperature or 
when there’s a swing to ex- 
treme atmospheric pressure. 
One study found that a 10- 
degree drop in temperature 
translates into a 38 percent 
increased risk of a recurrent 
heart attack. 

The Heart and Stroke 
Foundation advises Canadi- 
ans with known heart or 
blood vessel disease - in- 
cluding stroke - previous 
heart surgery, and uncon- 
trolled high blood pressure, 
to check with their doctor 
before shovelling snow. 
They should undertake this 
only after consulting with 
their physician. 

The Foundation further 
recommends that people 
who are at increased’risk of 
a cardiac event because of 
various factors - inactive 


lifestyle, smoking, diabetes, 
being overweight, high 


- blood cholesterol levels - 


should approach snow shov- 
elling with caution. 

if they decide to clear 
their driveways, the Founda- 
tion recommends that they 
shovel in moderation, taking 
frequent breaks. 

For most people, regular 
moderate physical activity 
can reduce the risk of heart 
disease and stroke. Shovel- 
ling can be built into the 
regular winter schedule, as 
long as it’s carried out fol- 
lowing a few rules and us- 
ing some common sense. 

Do take the time to do 
warm-up exercises to get 
your body accustomed to the 
vigorous exercise in the cold; 

Do take frequent breaks 
so your body doesn’t get too 
strained.Do the shovelling as 
part of a group activity. Do 
listen to your body. Stop 
shovelling if you experience 
any suspicious symptoms, 
such as sudden shortness of 
breath, discomfort in the 
chest, lightheadedness, nau- 
sea, dizziness, or severe 
headache; Do wear the ap- 
propriate clothing. You 
should layer clothing.

Public has role to play as NDHS grapples with numbe 


By Ba Freeman 


Asghodel-Norwood - 
‘Local residents must play a 
key role in helping Norwood 
District High School and its 
associated schools grapple 
with an alarming decline in 
enrollment. 

That message was under- 
scored Tuesday night during 
a public info session which 
outlines some of the con- 
cerns school and public 
board officials have as they 
come face to face with the 
reality of declining 
enrollment -- a national issue 
that has significant impacts 
on rural schools. 

The meeting -- with stu- 
dents, teachers, parents and 
municipal officials in the au- 
dience -- was similar to those 
held in early December and 
reported here. It followed the 
first meeting of the Program- 
ming for the Future steering 
committee -- a 36-member 
group studying all aspects of 
program delivery at NDHS 
in an effort to find “strate- 
gies” and “alternatives” to 
draw more students to the 
school. 

The steering committee 
has already come up with a 
list of 29 suggestions they 
will mull over with the help 
of public input over the next 
month -- a Feb. 9 meeting at 
NDHS has been designed 
specifically for that purpose. 

“Certainly as educators 
we can’t do this alone; we 
need the assistance of the 
community,” says-Sherry 
Summersides, superintend- 
ent of school operations and 
steering committee chair. 

Mrs. Summersides wants 
the public to look at “these 
critical pieces” throughout 
the process. 

“The community in gen- 
eral needs to have some of 
the information of what we 
are struggling with from the 
outset,” she says. “We're 
going to work together to 
look at all of the ideas (and 
look at) what we can do dif- 
ferently” to provide equita- 
ble programming.” 

Students who go to 
NDHS have to feel that they 
are receiving the same sort 
of education their peers at 
other high schools receive. 

“If they chose to stay in 
Norwood that’s good,” she 
said. And that is what has to 
be encouraged. 

“People are interested and 
watching us, there is a little 
bit if pioneering. People are 
also watching us and saying, 
‘is there some hope here.’ 

“There may not be one 
solution we may find that we 
use four or five.” 

She says she was “ex- 
cited” by some of the ideas 
that came out of the first 
committee meeting. 

“A number of them will 
require that we work as a 
community together.” 

That is why the Feb. 9 
meeting is crucial, she 
added. At that meeting the 
steering committee will lay 
out some of its ideas -- with 
pros and cons -- and ask for , 
public input. 

People need to think about 
these issues and “not come 


in cold,” Ms. Summersides 
said. 
And the number one is- 
sue, says NDHS principal 
Leigh-Facey Crowther, is the 
fact that school already has 
a small enrollment of 480 
students and will see that 
plummet to around 310 in 
2008. 

“Everything is cemented 
to the number of students,” 
says Mr. Facey-Crowther. 

Provincial funding is 
based on student numbers 
he explained, and everything 
ripples from that -- from 
staff allocations and course 
sections to transportation 
and support staff. 

“As a principal, my fear 


is the loss of programs and. 


the number of teachers and 
the number of classes they 
can offer.” 

By 2005, the school will 
lose seven teachers. As well, 
the library will lose its full- 
time librarian, see guidance 
reduced to half, lose one spe- 
cial education teacher. The 
school’s vice principal is al- 
ready less than full-time and 
the declining numbers will 
reduce the principal’s posi- 
tion to part-time. 

The principal will be do- 
ing things the VP does and 
will have “less and less time 
to do the things a principal 
wants to do. 

“You can’t do the job you 
want to do,” he says. 

And to get classes to 
work, Mr. Facey-Crowther 
says there is a shift towards 
“group teaching” and then 
students begin to say they 
“are not getting a fair shake” 
and other schools can pro- 


—— 


vide a richer and more di- 
verse course selection. 

As you “go up the educa- 
tional ladder” and lose sec- 
tions Mr. Facey-Crowther 
says he is limited in the 
number of subjects -- com- 
pulsory, core and elective -- 
he can offer. 

“That's where the pres- 
sure is felt in the school.” 

Programming is no longer 
equitable and that is the foun- 
dation of quality education, 
he says. 

“Kids can go through 
without options. But every- 
body knows that the quality 
of education requires we of- 
fer these.” Z 

“(Declining enrollment) is 
not a Norwood problem. It 
is a Canadian problem (and 
is) happening in a number of 
rural communities. people 
aren't having kids and those 
moving back don’t have 
children in the system.” 

And when you start with 
a base of just 480 students 
“it becomes more critical,” 
he adds. 

Mr. Facey-Crowther also 
noted that it is not just a 
matter of filling the building. 
even if the school was a JK 
to Grade 12 facility, that 
would not solve the problem 
at the secondary level; that 
is where the impact on pro- 
gramming and teachers is 
felt. 

Ms Summersides says 
they haven’t established “a 
critical number where we 
can’t go beyond but | think 
students will start to make 
their own decisions (and fol- 
low the courses elsewhere). 
“It is unfair to put them 


in that position without hav- 
ing some sort of dialogue.” 

She was quick to add that 
students have not been mi- 
grating away from the 
school because of course 
offerings. 

“The most important 
thing,” says local school 
board trustees and Board 
Chair Angela Lloyd, “is we 
want people to understand 
what this school is facing 
and not after the fact or 
when it’s too late to come 
up with a creative solution 
which is why we started this 
program now. : 

“We need to find a differ- 
ent way to deliver our pro- 
grams,” Ms. Lloyd says. 
“Kids deserve to have what 
they need. What's happened 
has happened. You can’t (roll 
it back). 

School is much more than 
conipulsory credits, she 
says. Everyone can look 
back on courses they have 
taken that were “valuable in 
life’ beyond their credit 
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value. 

“Students need to have 
thdse opportunities (and) we 
need to prepare now. 

“What can we in the com- 
munity do now. Is their an 
opportunity to work with the 
separate board? We started 
the process now; not when 
it's too late and we have to 
do something critical in a 
short time span.” 

She agreed with Mr. 
Facey-Crowther that be- 
cause the school already has 
a small enrollment “decline 
has a greater impact.” 

There are lots of ideas on 
the table including turning 
the school into a “magnet” 
or specialty school or shar- 
ing courses with other 
schools and boards. 

The concern with a mag- 
net school, says Ms. Sum- 
mersides, is losing students 
because the focus too much 
on the specialty area. There 
is also the issue of distance. 
Transportation costs would 
be an issue.

For the outdoorsy, loving 
couple, invitations can take 
their inspiration from items 
found in nature, like shells, 
acorns or leaves, with raffia 
bows as accents. Hand- 
made papers work especially 
well with this kind of ap- 
proach, says David. She of- 
fers this suggestion for invi- 
tation wording for the nature 
couple: “As autumn leaves 
turn their brilliant hue/two 
lovers will join and say I do.” 

Once you've decided the 
tone and theme of your invi- 
tation, it's time to start shop- 
ping for paper. Andrea Bren- 
ner, a graphic design instruc- 
tor with The New England 
Institute of Art & Commu- 
nications, says off-white, 
heavy paper stock works 
best for formal, elegant wed- 
dings. “No matter how small 
or big the wedding, choose 
the best quality paper you 
can, something that feels 
substantial in your hand,” 
she advises. 

Unique paper styles can 
be found at art stores or 
specialty paper stores. Bren- 
ner says many of these lo- 


cations have prototypes of 


handmade invitations for 
ideas and inspiration. For 
paper styles, consider Vel- 
lum, Strathmore Natural 
White. Strathmore White, 
Laid Natural White, Laid 
White or Deluxe Parchment. 
Don’t be afraid to mix and 
match papers in the invita- 
tion and try layering papers 
for an interesting effect. For 
font choices, Dan Hanners 
with the Visual Communica- 
tions department of The IIli- 
nois Institute of Art - 
Schaumburg, suggests using 
more than one font but not 
more than three. 

“Usually a good script 
font works best for head- 


ings, and a more traditional 
font for the body copy,” he 
says. Keep the font size leg- 
ible. After all, says Hanners, 
“if you can’t read it, then 
Great Grandma will have dif- 
ficulties as well.” Nine-, 10- 
or 12-point fonts work the 
best. Any size over I2 can 
look elementary and unpro- 
fessional. Hanners recom- 
mends scouting the Internet 
for fonts and downloading 
them for your home compu- 
ter use. 

Color can make a big im- 
pact on an invitation. Kim 
Lyles, a graphic design in- 
structor with The Art Insti- 
tute of Philadelphia, says 
colors are “purely an artistic 
choice, but you want what- 
ever colors you select to be 
aesthetically pleasing.” For 
ideas, there are “color 
books” that can help you to 
select the right color choices 
for your invitation. For print- 
ing your own invitations, 
home computers and print- 
ers offer many options. If 
you're not comfortable cre- 
ating your own artwork, de- 
sign experts suggest 
downloading clip art images 
or photography. 

Gwendolyn Lewis 
Huddleston, the academic 
director of graphic design for 
The Art Institute of Califor- 
nia - San Francisco has cre- 
ated wedding invitations that 
have used a couple’s picture 
or photos of their rings. 
“I’ve also incorporated flow- 
ers that the bride was using 
in her wedding, as well as 
created a logo type imagery 
which married the letters of 
the couple's names,” says 
Huddleston. 

Once you've made the 
creative decisions, keep an 
eye on your budget. “Even 
if you're creating your own 
invitation, you'll be surprised 
how quickly costs can start 
to add up, ~ says Chriss 
David from The Art Institute 
of Fort Lauderdale. Before 
making final decisions, be 
sure to factor in reception 
cards, response cards and 
postage. Depending on the

invitation can double or tri- 
ple. To be sure of the costs, 
David recommends taking an 
invitation, pre-stuffed, to the 
post-office to be weighed. 
Finally, says Kim Lyles, from 
The Art Institute of Philadel- 
phia, if you haven't gone 
over budget on your invita- 
tion, consider adding an ex- 
tra personal touch by, for 
example, incorporating a 
CD, pressed flowers, con- 
fetti, poems, photos or rib- 
bons to your invite. Says 
Lyles, “there’s more than one 
way to create and fold your 
materials into an invitation — 
don’t be afraid to experi- 
ment.” After all, every invi- 
tation Should be as unique 
and memorable as the cou- 
ple that sent it.

Trent Hills Council opts 
for biosolids contract 
with Harwood company 


By Rolly Ethier 


Campbellford - At a to- 
tal annual estimated cost of 
$84,000, the General Com- 
mittee of Trent Hills Munici- 
pal Council has agreed to fi- 
nalize a contract for the haul- 
ing, storage and spreading of 
biosolids from the Campbell- 
ford and Hastings sewage 
treatment facilities. 

Approval was received at 
the Jan. 6" meeting to enter 
into a three-year contract, 
including an additional two- 
year extension option, with 
Johnson’s Septic Services of 
Harwood. In a report pre- 
sented to Council, Public 
Works Manager Gary Craig 
said the contract gives the 
Municipality adequate time 
to assess and construct al- 
ternative winter biosolids 
storage facilities. 

The contract between the 
Municipality and Johnson's 
Septic Services includes the 
Ontario Clean Water Agency 
co-ordinating haulage and 
sign loads hauled at no extra 
cost. 

Prior to this new contract 
the Municipality would have 
been obligated to pay ap- 
proximately $70,000 annu- 
ally, using Art Nelson’s la- 
goon for winter’services and 
a contractor to haul and 
spread in the summer. But 
late last fall the Ministry of 
the Environment (MOE) 
ruled that the Municipality 
could no longer use the la- 
goon for the storage of win- 
ter biosolids. Thus an alter- 
native solution had to be 
found quickly. 

Faced Two Options 

Craig said the biosolids 
were temporarily kept on site 
but by January Campbell- 
ford’s built-up waste had to 
be removed and Hastings’ 
situation needed to be ad- 
dressed as well. 

The Municipality faced 
two options—contracting 
with Johnson's Septic Serv- 
ices or haulage to one of the 
sewage treatment facilities in 
Kingston where biosolids 
would be either treated im- 
mediately or stored on site 
for later treatment and land 
application. 

Craig said the cost to the 
Municipality for haulage to 
Kingston would be much 
higher than the prices of- 
fered by Johnson’s. 

“Time is of the essence 
as biosolids are accumulat- 
ing at our facilities and must 
be hauled this early January,” 


provided by the contractor 
is fair and reasonable.

ties, would cost more.” 

Councillor Rosemary 
Kelleher-MacLennan sug- 
gested the Municipality might 
be better off long-range by 
spending the estimated $1.5 
million to develop its own 
septage facility.

At the 
age of 11 he enlisted in the 
army cadets while the fam- 
ily was living in Norwood. 
For the next six years his 
dedication and determination 
to be the best he could be 
saw him elevated through all 
the ranks of the cadet group 
he was part of in Campbell- 
ford. In fact they had to cre- 
ate a special rank for him. 

His dream of joining the 
army was always on his 
mind and at the age of 17 he 
convinced his mother to let 
him. “I had to sign a permis- 
sion form so he could join,” 
Heather said. The normal age 
for joining the armed forces 
is 18. 

After training at CFB 
Comwallis in Nova Scotia his 
first posting was to Rawanda 
in 1994. It was to be an ex- 
perience that forever

changed him. Heather said, 
“he never grew up with dis- 
crimination and he couldn't 
understand the hatred be- 
tween two groups of people 
living in the same country.” 
She said: the atrocities he 
witnessed were beyond ‘hu- 
man understanding, but what 
particularly upset him were 
the children who were left 
as orphans because of the 
massacres. (Over 800,000 
people were slaughtered.) 
They had nothing and no one 
to look after them. 

“1 don’t think he really 
expected to see what he 
saw,” Heather said.

He came back a 
changed man. He said he 
couldn’t do enough for the 
children.”

my children, they just don’t 
get it unless the pain of diso- 
bedience outweighs the 
pleasure of the crime. 
When we spank them, it is 
never out of anger or frus- 
tration.

We spank them out of 
a genuine desire to see them 
learn the basic lessons of 
life that will see them grow 
and prosper. And at the 
same time, we ensure that 
the family can function to- 
gether in a peaceful, con- 
structive and productive 
manner.

¢ During the 1990s, 15,000 
new lots were created across 
the province on land desig- 
nated as agricultural. Some 
municipalities allowed as 
many as four new rural lots 
per 1,000 acres of farm- 
land—lots that had no con- 
nection to farming. 

Our cities continued to 
sprawl onto the best farm- 
land around them. Eighteen 
per cent of Ontario’s best 
land is now buried under ur- 
ban centres. The provincial 
policy to protect prime agri- 
cultural land is failing us. 

Our new provincial gov- 
ernment is promising 
changes. Legislation has 
been introduced in the pro- 
vincial legislature that will 
change the criteria that must 
be met when a municipality 
or other agency makes any 
decision on land use. Today, 
those who make our deci- 
sions———such as allowing a 
new suburb on the edge ofa 
city, or severing a lot off the 
corner of a farm—must 
“have regard to” the Provin- 
cial Policy Statement. Our 
Liberal government is 
changing the criteria to “be 
consistent with.” In other 
words, land use. 

But, I’m not expecting 
that farmland will be better 
protected. Ontario’s policy 
statement spouts noble lan- 
guage about protecting 


prime agriculfural land. At’ 


the same time, it includes 


othe 


clauses that create loopholes 
the size of houses and sub- 
divisions. 

One such clause grants 
every farmer a retirement 
lot. Decision-makers can al- 
low thousands of additional 
countryside lots and still be 
consistent with the provin- 
cial policy. Incidentally, 
many municipalities appar- 
ently don’t check to seo if 
applicants for countryside 
lots are really farmers. 

A recent study published 
by the School of Rural Plan- 
ning at the University of 
Guelph showed that 56 per 
cent of those 15,000 
severances during the 1990s 
were non-farm residential 
lots. The farm-related lots 
seldom stayed that way for 
more than three years. 

Another such clause 
grants municipalities a li- 
cense to expand their urban 
area at the expense of prime 
farmland. All they are obli- 


gated to do is demonstrate 
need. De facto this means 
that all a developer needs to 
do is show that a house can 
be sold. 

A Planning Act requires 
that policy statements be re- 
viewed every five years. 
Current statements date from 
1997. A review, initiated in 
timely fashion by our previ- 
ous’ government, has 
dragged on for more than 
two years. 

Meanwhile, more prime 
farmland grows one last crop 
of houses. Noble words 
with built-in circumvention 
cannot protect our prime 
farmland.

Today, he is still the 
owner of Jim’s Special Pizza 
and added another business 
to the Village, The Stirling 
Roadhouse. Although Jim, 
himself is not a smoker, he 
recognized that a good per- 
centage of his clientele are 
smokers and the non smok- 
ing by-law, effective the first 
of this year, he claims is 
hurting his business.

survived because he has 
maintained a relaxed atmos- 
phere. He says he has had 
about one hundred com- 
plaints about smoking in both 
his businesses during his 
eighteen years in the Village 
and as a business owner ina 
free and democratic country, 
chose to service both smok- 
ers and non smokers. 
Choices are an important 
part of democracy, he sug- 
gests, adding that smoking 
itself is not illegal, so the 
choices should still be there. 

“My workers have lost 
hours, as well as tips. I have 
had to cut down 30 hours 
because of lack of business, 
directly due to the no smok- 
ing law. Yes, this is a typi- 
cally slow time, but this has 
hurt business even harder,” 
Ringas says it doesn’t stop 
there. The by-law hurts oth-

smoking by-law came into 
effect,” Don Putnam, 
former owner of Putty’s at 
Oak Lake came in for a quick 
coffee last week, but left to 
go home before relieving his 


wallet of any more cash, “I'd 


rather stay at home, where I 
can have a cigarette.” 

“I think councils should 
review the by-law here. It is 
obvious it is hurting business 
here. Look! There is nobody 
in here. It was never like 
this,” Putnam cut his con- 
versation short to go home 
and have a cigarette.

“We are losing out. Our 
regulars, who are smokers,

are not coming back. We are 
losing at least a thousand 
dollars a month, and that is 
a conservative estimate. 


There are no non smokers i 


coming in to fill the gap.” 
Tony Best is angry, expand- 
ing that this time of year is 


always slow, and small busi- 


nesses have a great deal of 
financial challenges as it is, 
but the non smoking bylaw 
is the straw that breaks the 
ptoverbial camel’s back. 

“I have been in business 
for over twenty years. I have 
twenty years of experience 
and | know that people at- 
tract people,” Best says that 
the empty restaurant brought 
about via the bylaw adds fur- 
ther pressure on the busi- 
nesses that have historically 
catered to smokers. 

“As adults, we should be 
able to make up our minds,” 
Best takes offense to the law, 


he says was forced on him 


and that insults not only his 
own intellect, but his cus- 
tomers. He said he would 
have been willing to negoti- 


ate, by either separating 
smokers from non smokers 
or put up a neon sign in the 
window warning of a smok- 


“] have quit smoking for 
seven years now,” Sheila 
Barcier, a regular patron of 
the pizzeria spoke up, say- 
ing she has never found the 
smoke offensive, furthering 
that the ventilation system in 


the restaurant took care of - 


that, “I enjoy it here and it 
was my choice to come.” 

On the other hand, owner 
of the Town & Country Res- 
taurant and Subway at Ma- 
doc, says she is “overall, 
very happy with the legisla- 
tion.” 

When she purchased the 
already smoking establish- 
ment at Madoc, she said, she 
did not want to offend the 
smokers, whom she had al- 
ready built a good relation- 
ship with. The bylaw, has 
made that decision and she

“My husband was a 
smoker, but when he found 
the Lord, he quit,” Shin says * 
she feels that perhaps God 
is working in a mysterious 
way to help smokers quit.
